OPEN SESSION 

ie Chairman's Remarks 


The Chairman opened the meeting with compliments for the Concordia athletic teams 
(both men and women) for their fine season and contributions to the University. He 
expressed regrets that he will have to miss the awards night on 25th March, 1981. 


2. Approval of Minutes 


On a motion duly made and seconded (Grassby, Sankar), the minutes of the meeting of 
19th February, 1981 were approved. 


Committee Reports 


Mr. Bourgault was not present to give a report, but the Chairman mentioned that he 
expected that the development programme would be initiated next month and hopefully, 
Mr. Groome would accept the position of Vice-Chairman. 


Report of Vice-Rector Martin 


Prof. Martin reported on the recent meeting of the Operational Services Committee 
stating: 


(i) consideration was still being given to the colour choices in the representation of 
McKay Street buildings; 


(i1) the Committee had received a report on the recent fire in the Hall building; action 
is being taken to install an intercom system in the building lobby and escalator 
areas; 


(ii1) | areport was received from the Safety Co-ordinator on the implementation of Bill 
17. 


The Chairman suggested that attention should be given to the emergency exit doors, some 
of which were closed. The Vice-Rector remarked that some of the lobby doors were 
locked to conserve energy and prevent excessive drafts in winter. 


Report of Vice-Rector Daniel 


Dr. Daniel reported on his recent trip to western Canada. The Vice-Rector will soon bring 
to the Board a proposition for reforming the administrative structure of the Faculty of 
Fine Arts. 


Report of Vice-Rector Breen 


Dr. Breen reported that $350,000 had been set aside by the Quebec government to assist 
foreign students facing financial difficulties because of the recent increase in foreign 
student fees. Of this amount, $114,000 has been allocated to Concordia. A special 
Committee has been struck to receive applications for support from this fund. Foreign 
students at Concordia have been informed. 


Dr. Habib recommended that representations be made to the Government concerning the 
plight of foreign students. He cited a recent BBC broadcast of a complaint by the Nigerian 
government concerning the treatment of foreign students. Students may go elsewhere 


(including the U.S.S.R.); this would be a lost opportunity for the West. Support of 
foreign students should be looked upon by our government as an extension of foreign aid. 


Mr. Duff suggested that the Board go on record as supporting a graduate student 
delegation to the government and this delegation should have the administration's support. 


Mr. Lemieux asked whether the federal government supported assistance to foreign 
students. The Rector replied that this was not obvious in the short term. Student 
delegations would have both Board and Administration support. It seems that the present 
provincial government will not change its mind. The Minister of Education should be sent 
prepared briefs, after the April election, pointing out the benefits of having foreign 
students - benefits which the government has overlooked. 


Dr. Breen stated that in a month's time, he would be in a better position to know the 
specific difficulties of foreign students. 


The discussion around increased fees for foreign students continued with suggestions that 
pressure be brought to bear through the federal government. Would industry lend 
assistance? Monies used in trade development seems less effective than that which could 
be used to support foreign students. The Rector pointed out that in the past the federal 
government had supported foreign students, but encountered complaints that the students 
did not return home. France was cited as having done much for foreign students. Could 
the municipal government be approached to apply pressure to support foreign students; 
would this not be a contribution to the cosmopolitan atmosphere of Montreal? 


Prof. Martin stated that the government is deducting from its grants monies that were 
previously given as the government contribution to foreign students. It has ruled the fees 
for new foreign students be $4,128 per year, (according to the government, 60% of the 
per capital cost). Concordia, in fact, is granted $4,277 per student; therefore, in fact, the 
foreign students are being asked to pay close to 97 percent of actual cost of tuition. 


Referring to Document FC-81-1-D2, the following resolutions were moved (Martin, 
LaRose). 


RESOLVED _ that the resolution on this subject passed by the Board of Governors at its 
meeting held on February 8, 1979 be rescinded as of the end of the summer 
1981 term. 


RESOLVED _ that the following scale of tuition fees payable by undergraduate students 
and independent students taking undergraduate courses be approved 
effective with the autumn 1981 term. 


Per Credit 
Canadian and other students with 
permanent resident status - 


Undergraduate $ 15.00 
Independent $ 20.00 


International students - 


Newly registered $137.60 
Continuing $ 83.33 


For the purposes of this resolution, the provisions of the "Politique 
Relative aux Droits de Scolarité Exigés des Etudiants Etrangers par les 
universités du Québec" issued by the Department of Education of Quebec 
on February 25, 1981 will apply. 


RESOLVED _ that the fees set out above for International students be applicable to 
International graduate students. 


RESOLVED _ that the above schedule of fees be applicable to credit courses sponsored 
by Continuing Education with the exception that the tuition fee payable 
by International Independent students registering for overseas travel 
courses shall be $20.00 per credit. 


Motions carried unanimously. 


The Chairman extended his compliments to Mr. McNaughton on the success of the 
Development Fund campaign which exceeded expectations. 


It was moved and seconded (O'Brien, Grassby) and approved that the Board recommend 
that the monies received through the Development Fund, particularly the $322,000 
undesignated gifts received by the Associates, be distributed as per the attached list, 
Document BG-81-3-D10.
